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As the result of several conferences 
between representatives of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross and the National Tu- 
berculosis Association, the following 
general points of agreement have been 
reached, and are published for the in- 
formation and guidance of all tubercu- 
losis workers engaged in the next 
Christmas seal sale. 

(1) That neither the Red Cross nor 
the Tuberculosis Association had mili- 
tary authority over their chapters or 
afhliated associations. 

(2) It was agreed that the Ameri- 
can Red Cross and the National Tu- 
berculosis Association would endeavor 
in so far as was practicable to prevent 
unnecessary overlapping, especially in 
such instances as outlined above. 

(3) It was agreed that the chapters 
aud affiliated associations would again 
be advised that there was no official 
connection between the Christmas 
seal sale campaign of the National 
Tuberculosis Association and the Roll 
Call of the American Red Cross. 

(4) It was agreed that for the year 
1923 the American Red Cross Roll 
Call will be held from Armistice Day, 
November 11, until Thanksgiving Day, 
November 29, and that the Tuberculo- 
sis Christmas seal sale will not begin 
until November 

(5) It was agreed by the American 
Red Cross that they would again call 
to the attention of their chapters the 
importance of not carrying on their 
campaign after Thanksgiving Day and 
that it would endéavor to prevent the 
carrying out of 3 Roll Call during the 
month of December. - 

(6) The National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation agreed that it would urge its 
affiliated associations to advise volun- 
teer workers of the difference between 
the Red Cross Roll Call and the Tu- 
berculosis Christmas seal campaign 
and that the seal should always be re- 
ferred to as the Tuberculosis Christ- 
mas Seal. 

(7) The National Tuberculosis As-

sociation also agreed that it would 
advise newspapers and photographers 
that the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation is engaged in selling a Tuber- 
culosis Christmas seal and that this 
seal isnot a Red Cross seal. 


THE CHRISTMAS SEAL FOR 1923 


(8) The American Red Cross and 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
agreed that each would naturally carry 
on an extensive educational campaign 
from time to time throughout the year 
and the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation agreed that it would use every 
effort to prevent the sale of seals until 
after Thanksgiving. It was understood 
that the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation would, send out material for 
publicity prior to Thanksgiving, al- 
though the National Association could 
not always control the date of release 
of this material. It was understood 
also that the affiliated associations 
might in some instances mail seals 
prior to Thanksgiving, but that no 
general campaign for the sale of seals 
should be undertaken until after 
Thanskgiving. 


At the final conference at which the 
agreement was reached there was con- 
siderable discussion on this question of 
the overlapping of the Red Cross Roll 
Call and the Christmas seal sale. 

[Instances were cited of a local tu- 
berculosis association carrying on an 


active seal sale campaign prior to 
Thanksgiving Day in November and 
of another association taking advan- 
tage of a Red Cross Roll Call meeting 
for the purpose of advertising the seal 
sale. Instances were also cited of the 
Red Cross Roll Call campaign being 
carried on during the month of De- 
cember and the wide use of Red Cross 
emblems and _ posters displayed in 
various ways after Thanksgiving Day. 
Dr. Williams for the National Tuber- 
culosis Association stated that the Na- 
tional Association could not control 
certain publicity, as December maga- 
zines and journals were sometimes 


. printed in the latter part of November, 


and as certain trade journals and 
house organs might use this material 
in a November issue which might not 
appear until December and that if such 
material appeared in the December 
issue, it might not be published until 
after the termination of the seal sale.] 


Regional and State Meetings 


Three regional conferences on tuber- 
culosis are scheduled to take place in 
September and October. The New 
England Tuberculosis Conference will 
be held on September 12-13 at Worces- 
ter, Mass. In conjunction with it 
will be the celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the founding of 
Rutland State Sanatorium, to be held 
in the early afternoon of September 
13. Rutland Sanatorium has the dis- 
tinction of being the first institution 
for the care of the tuberculous to be 
established and supported by a state. 
The National Association will be rep- 
resented at the conference by Dr. 
Linsly R. Williams, Director, Mr. Basil 
G. Eaves and Miss Louise Strachan. 

An informal Conference of Southern 
State Secretaries and Sanatorium Su- 
perintendents will be held in Asheville,

Sanatorium Social Worker Benefits 
Patients 


In line with a recommendation made 
two years ago by Dr. C. E. A. Winslow, 
following the Rhode Island survey, the 
state association secured a social worker 
for the Rhode Island State Sanatorium 
as a means toward insuring a longer 
period of treatment for the patients. 
The following report made by this 
worker is an indication of the valu- 
able services which she is rendering in 
her capacity of adviser and friend. Dur- 
ing the month of December she had 
348 conversations with individual pa- 
tients, 35 interviews with new patients, 
42 interviews regarding family troubles 
or other anxieties, 49 interviews with 
patients leaving permanently or tempo- 
rarily, 21 interviews with friends or rela- 
tives of patients. She gave daily !es- 
sons in English to from seven to twelve 
foreign-born patients, assisted in a class 
in handicraft one hour daily, wrote from 
three to six letters each day for patients, 
and wrote about eighty letters to social 
and red-cross workers, and the welfare 
agencies.
